Teuton Withdrawal Already in Pro- 
gres, is Belief—Allies Press Efforts 
to Slip Forces of Generals Von 
Kluck and Von Boehm—Hot Battle

PA'RIS, Sept, 30,— That the 
withdrawal of 
the 
German 
right wing in the battle of 
Aisne is already progressing, 
was generally inferred today 
from 
the 
significant official 
war report that emphasized 
the fact that the allies' turn­ 
ing movement was continued 
rapidly, 
No rout is expected, 
as it is believed the Germans 
will be able to retire in good 
order, 
- 
The allies’ attempt to split 
the forces of Von Kluck and 
Von Boehm are being contin­ 
ued with increased vigor, 


PARIS, Sept. 30.—Rumors that tho 
German right has been broken con­ 


tinued' to appear in the Paris press 
today, but were not eoniirmed at mili­ 
tary headquarters. 
It was announced 
that there were no material changes 
at the front, although it was admitted 
that violence in the engagement rag­ 
ing in the Aisne-Oise-Somrne region 
had increased. 
Emphasis was laid by the war of­ 
fice In its announcement this after­ 
noon on the gains made by the allies’ 
left, but no claim was made that tho 
German right was in 
full 
retreat. 
Hence the rumor to this 
effect 
is 
looked upon as being definitely 
dis­ 
posed of. 
In the fighting between the German 
right and the allies’ left, the Germans 
are reported to have made a savage 
attack at Tracy and Lemont, but as 
having been repulsed

Severe fighting is reported in the 
Woevre district.

ANTWERP. Sept. 30.—The 
failure 
of the German attempts to storm the 
forts of Liezel und 
Breedonck,

outer defenses of Antwerp, was an­ 
nounced by the war office tonight. It 
is said the invaders lost heavily. 
“ I he result of today’s operations,” 
tho war office said, "confirms our con­ 
fidence in Antwerp’s ability to suc­ 
cessfully resist a siege.”

tile capture of Antwerp to use it as

Long range bombardment of 
the city is progressing, but little dam­ 
age is being done. 
The Belgians have opened the dykes 
and the lowlands are being flooded. 
Military experts believe the city is 
safe. 
A German loug range bombardment 
of the outer fortifications is abating 
at Vaelhera. The Woevre forts are said 
to have dismounted two German guns 
by accurate fire, whereupon the shell­ 
ing of the forts lagged. It is believed! 
that further attack will 
be 
delayed 
pending the arrival of heavy mortars. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 
SO.—Incoming 
steamships today brought irish news­ 
papers indicating that Ireland is far 
from united in support of the war. 
British censorship has prevented the 
cabling of this fact. The Irish papers

seditious posters and 
say 
that

tempts to secure Irish enlistm ents for 
the war have failed. 
All the Nation­ 
alists, the Times declared, have refus­ 
ed to fight the Germans. 
The news­ 
papers say that one of the posters in 
Dublin says: 
“Kitchener whines that he Is dis­ 
appointed because the young men of 
Duuiin will not join the army. Thank: 
God, they don’t.” 
The authorities are reported as In­ 
vestigating the authorship of one post­ 
er which says: 
“Germany Is not our enemy. 
Our 
blood and our miseries are not on her 
head. 
But who can forbear feeling 
admiration at the spectacle

Germanic people whom England
